heart the perſecting the differen parrs thereof. Ar the ſame time M. L. Al 
b Big von propos d to them M. Gundelſcheimer; who was unanimouſſy 
accepted, and his Letters were enpediced in quality of the Academy's 
Agent, to aid me in my Labours. Ne thank'd the Society at the firſt 
Meeting, and was preſent at all che "teſt till the day of our departure, 
which was the ſixth of March, when we wok our leave of them, and 
afterwards went to Verſailles; o reteive che laſt Orders of M. de Pon.

He has collected, in a very ſhort time, 
an amazing number of Greek and Luis Medals, Idols, tenſils ſerving 
for the Heathen Sacrifices, Weights and Meafures of the Autients, Ta- 
lifmans; and in fine, every thing that regards Polite Antiquity. * 

THE 16th of March we fell down the Rhone to Condrien, a Village in 
Daaphiny, ſeven Leagues from Lyons, and two from Vieme. The next 
day we lay at\Pouz3n, a little Ton four Leagues below Valence. 

THE 18th we went aſhore at Auignon, from whence we ſet forward 
for Aix, a Day's Journy from Avignon.

After I had embrac d my Relations, 
we went and paid our Reſpects to M. d: Buyer d Aigmilles, Counſellor in Par- 
liament: and however curious his Pictures are, we were leſs affected by 
them than by his own perſonal Merit. That -p ee 
only excels in the Knowledge of Antiquity, but is endow'd with that 
exquiſite Taſte for Drawing, which gives ſuch an additional Luſtre to the 
Great Men in that kind. M. 4 Aiguilles has caus d to be grav'd part of 
his Collection, upon a hundred large Plates, after the Originals of Naphael, 
Titian, Michael Angelo, Paul Veroptſe, Corregia, Carrachio, Tintoret, Gui- 
do, Pouſſin, Bourdon, Le Sueur, Paget, Valentine, Rubens, Vandyke, and 
other Maſters. That worthy Gentleman muſt permit me to tell. the 
World, that ſome of thoſe Plates he grav'd with his own Hand ; that the 
Frontiſpieces of the two Volumes, which compoſe the ſaid Collection, 
are of his own Invention; that the Ingrayers, for the Truth of the 
Contours,. and the Force of the Expreſſions, were directed intirely by 
himſelf.” There cannot be a nobler Diverſion for a Man of Quality,

obſerves. It is confidently reported, that M. de Peyreſc's Heirs, for one 
whole Winter, made uſe of the Papers they found in his Cloſet for Firing 
to warm themſelyes. Better had it been to have burnt Cedar, or the 
Wood of Alves: Enough of both theſe, Nature every day produces; 
but ſuch a Man as M. de Peyreſe, the World perhaps may never ſee. 
AMONG' the other Literati of our Town, is reckon'd M. Gautier, 
Prior de la Valette; that great Aſtronomer, ſo prais d by Gaſſendus. Scaliger d Opub 
and Caſaubon, who were not over · laviſn of their Encomiums, agree that * De Sari 
M. dt Races de Bagarris,/ Cloſet · Keeper to Henry IV. was one that undes- **® 
ſtood all the antique Monuments wonderfully well. We muſt not forget 
Hannibal Fabrot, an eminent Lawyer, and who was a perfect Maſter of 
the Greek Tongue, and thorowly knew the Oriental Hiſtory, as is appa- 
rent from the Verſions he made of ſome Volumes of the Byzantine Hiſto« 
ry, and his learned Notes upon the moſt: obſcure Paſſages. Father Tho- 
maſſin and Father Cabaſſut, Prieſts of the Oratory, will for ever be an 
Honour to the City of Ain. Their Erudition was unbounded, as like- 
wiſe was that of Father Pagi a nn. one of the N Chro- 
nologers of the laſt Age. 
THERE neee W where 
there have been more Cabinets of Curioſities: nay; at this very time there 
are very fine things to be ſeen, eſpecially at the Intendant M. le Bret's. 
Hardly any Ship comes from the Levant to Provence, but either the F 
Merchants or ſome of the Sailors bring with them Medals, grav'd Stones, y 
or other Rarities of Antiquity ; which they eaſily find vent for, becauſe ; 
the Parliament and the other ſuperiour Courts being held at Aix, the 
Country is oblig d to repair thither as the Centre of Buſineſs. 
THE 27th of March we arriv'd at Marſeilles. The firſt thing I did, Mazs21ttcs 
was to wait upon the Commiſſioners of Trade, to whom I imparted the 
Orders M. de Pontchartrais had charg'd me with. There being no Ship 
ready to ſet out for the Levant, we had time enough to view the Beau- 
ties of that City, and to admire the Alterations which have been made 
there in this Reign. If they go on building in the ſame magnificent man- 
ner, Marſeilles will ſoon recover the Luſtre it had in the time of the 
Greets and Romans: for all that we ſee there of the old Town is the

| RenmGeog: STRA BO, the exacteſt of the antient Geographers, as great W 
| ze mirer as he was of the Aßatici Buildings, wherein nothing was uſed but

ſomly built, and of a conſiderable Largeneſs, dilpo&#d in manner of a 
Aa- Theatre round a Haven naturally form'd by Rocks. Peradventure it 
Dionyl.Perieg was yet more ſuperb before the Reign of Auguſtus, under whom Strabo 
104 ib. 12. Yd: for that Author, ſpeaking of Oæicus as one of the braveſt Cities of 

Aſia, has this Obſervation, That it was beautify?d with the lame Ornd- 


ments of! Archieſture, as en. formerly ſeen at Rhodes, Carthage, 
and Marſeilles. 
THERE are not to be found any Remains of that anticnt Splendour: 
it were but labour Joſt, to took for the Foundations of Apollo's and Dianas 
„Nie i” Temples, which its Founders, the Phoceans, had erected there. All that 
— we know of the matter, is, that thoſe Edifices were in the higheſt part 
. 1. . of the Town. Neither can we find the place where Pytheas fix'd his 
res. famous Needle, for determining the Elevation of the Pole of Marſeilles. 
_ vid Pytheas, who was of this Town, and who flouriſh'd in Alexander's time, 
was, according to Gaſſendus, the antienteſt of all the Men of Letters chat 
the Eaſt producd. Glorious it is for France, as M. Caſſini, the beſt 
Aſtronomer of our Age, obſerves, to have given Birth to a Perſon ca- 
pable of carry ing his Speculations to a point of Subtilty, which the 
Greeks had not then been able to attain, though they alſum'd'ro them- 
ſelyes the Invention of all Sciences. 
- MARSEILLES may not anby bealtefhaving given thaGcitmdtadit 
duction into Gaul, but likewiſe of having form'd one of the three moſt fa- 
mous Academics in the World, and of having ſhared her Scholars with Athens

Signior Nicala Condoſtalvo, a rich Merchant of Andros no at 
Venice, contributed a hundred Crowns towards rebuilding their Convent, 
and ſettled ſixty Ducats a year for ever towards its Maintenance, beſides 
the Preſent he made em of the Sacerdotal Veſtments, and the Plate for 
Divine Service. M. Nicolachi de la Grammatica, and ſome other Lords 
of the Country, tho of the Greek Perſuaſion, have likewiſe been con- 
ſiderable Benefactors to the Church of theſe good Fathers dedicated to 
St. Bernardin, but not made uſe of theſe fifty Years paſt. What M. Theve- 
not relates concerning the Proceſſion on Corpus-Chriſti- Day in Andros, is 
ſtill practis d there; viz. that the Latin Biſhop, who carries the Body of 
our Lord, treads upon the necks of the Chriſtians that proſtrate them 
ſelves in the ſtreets, of whatever Communion they be.

THE 27th of November we went to ſee the Ruins of — two 
miles from Ara, to the South-South-Weſt, beyond Port Ganrio : this 
Lib. 8. we Tu which bore the Name of the Ifland, as we are told by Herodotus 
FTacul. lib, 9. and Galen, was very large, and ſituated advantageouſſy on the Brow of 
a Hill that commands the whole Coaſt; there are ſtill to be ſeen the Re- 
licks of a very ſolid Wall, eſpecially in a certain remarkable pla ce, where 
a 31. 6.48. ſtood belike the Citadel 'mention'd' by ' Livy. Here are ſine Columns, 
| Chapiters, Baſes, and ſome Inſcriptions, fome of which ſpeak of the Se- 
nate, People of Audros, and Prieſts of Bacchus; which made me fancy 
the faid Inſcription was placed either on the Walls or in the famous 
Temple of that Deity, and conſequently that it might point out the Si- 
tuation of that Fabrick. 

ADVANCING among theſe Ruins, we lit on a Figure of Marble; 
without Head and Arms; its Trunk was three foot ten inches high, and 
the Drapery very fine, On the fide of a ſmall Brook that ſupply'd the 
Town with Water, we obſerv'd two more Trunks of Marble Statues, 
which diſcover d the maſterly Hand of the Carver: this Brook put me 
Ars Sd · in mind of the Spring call'd Jupiters Preſent, but we could not find it 
1 out; it may be bury'd\ among theſe Ruins, or perhaps this is the very 
Brook chat went by that name. Be-that as*rwill, this Spring, according

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to the Report of Matianu had the taſte of Wine in January, and could Lett. VIII.

tion d in the above Inſcription. The ſame Author ſays this Miracle laſted Hit. Nat. 
ſeven days, and that this Wine became Water, upon being carry'd out a 
of view of the Temple. Pauſanias makes no mention of this Occur- 

rence; but advances, that it was the general Belief that every year du- 

ring the Feaſts of Bacchus, Wine flow'd from the Temple of that God in 
Andros: the Prieſts, no doubt, took care to keep up this Belief, by con- 
veying a quantity of Wine through ſecret Canals. 

THE port Gaurio is hard by theſe Ruins to the South-Eaſt, and may 
contain a large Fleet, Alcibiades put in there with a Fleet of a hundred Dt 5 Sic. 
Ships; he took and fortify*d the Caſtle of Gaurium, whence comes the li. 13. —— 
word Gaurio or Gabrio. The Andrians withſtood the Athenians with all 
their Forces, join'd with the Succours they had receiv'd from Peloponne- 
ſus ; but they were beaten, and conſtrain'd to ſhelter themſelves within 
the Walls of their Town; which Alcibiades not being able to take, went 
and rayaged the Iſlands of Rhodes and Cos, after he had left a ſtrong Gari- 
ſon in the Caſtle of Gaurium, commanded by Thraſybulus. This was 
not the firſt time the Athenians had viſited the Ile of Andros: Themiſto- 
cles had humbled the Andrians ſome years before; for they having been a 
long time under the dominion of the Naxiots, were the firſt that took 
party with the Perſians, whoſe Fleet had reduced almoſt the whole Archi- 
pelazo. The Greeks confederating, reſolvd to attack the Town of Au- Lb. 5 & f. 
dros, and Themiſtocles not being able to levy Contributions on it, laid 
formal ſiege to it: he being an excellent Soldier, as well as a rare Wit, 
order d the Commandants of the place to be told, that the Athenians had 
brought with them two mighty Deities, Prrſuaſian and Neceſfity ; and 
therefore he muſt have ſome of their Meny by fair means or by foul. 

They made anſwer, that truly for their parts they had no other Dei- 

ties but Poverty and  Impoſſibility. The Town, *tis like, was taken by 

Storm, and the Iſland roughly treated, ſince Pericles ſome time afterwards Plutarch. in 
ſent thither a Colony of 250 Men; whereas the Andrians were accuſtom'd 

to ſend Colonies abroad into Thrace on ou _ of ry ſubdu'd by Diod. Sc. 
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* Lagus, ' PTOLEMT, the firſt of the Name, being refoly'd to free the Town

THE Situation of this Moſque, which is full in ſight of the Seraglio, 
and in the moſt frequented part of the Town, makes it be prefer d be- 
fore all others on publick Rejoicing Days: they don't content themſelves 
with crouding with Lamps the Galleries of its Minarets, but throw ſe- 
veral Cords at different heights between one Spire and another ; theſe 
Cords not only ſupport the Name and Cypher of the Grand Senior, re- 
preſented by ſmall burning Lamps, but likewiſe the Repreſetitation of 
Towns; and the principal Victories that give occaſion to the Feſtival. 

- IN' theſe Illuminations, every thing glitters, the very Creſcents are in 
a blaze. Were the antient Byz4ntines to return to Liſe, they would 
doubtleſs be aſtoniſhd at the prodigious Dimenfions of their City, 
which at this day extends to the ſurthermoſt part of the Haven, where- 
as in their time it took up only the Southern Entrance: but/they would 
not be ſurprized to ſee the Creſcent, it being the Symbol of Byzantium. 
We are told the reaſon of it by Stephens the Geographer, a Native of 
this City. Philip of Macedon, Father of Alexander the Great, meeting 
with mighty diffculties in carrying on the Siege of Heu,, took the 
opportunity of a very dark Night to ſet Workmen to undermine the 
Walls, ſo as to make a Breach for his Troops to enter the Place, with- 
out being perceivd by the Enemy; but luckily for the Beſieged, the 
Moon appearing, gave em light into the Deſign, and made it niiſcatry.

The Situation of Pera is perfectly — rl 
charming; from it you. have a View of the whole Coaſt of Aſa, and of 1 ver 
the Grand Signior's lio. The Embaſſadors of France, England, Ve- 2 
nice, and Holland, have their Palaces in Pera: the Embaſſador of the 
King of Hung ary, "(for under that Title, and no other, the Emperor ſends 
ud thoſe 12 Poland, and of Raguſa, are lodg'd in Conſtantinople.

There's a Seraglio in Pers, 
where ate brought up the Claren of the Tyibute, 3. e. ſuch as have been 
choſen out by the Grand Sighior's Officers #6tn among the Greeks in 
Europe, to ſerve about the Perfon of his Highneſs after they are made 
Maſſulavans, and are inſtructed in the neceſſary Exerciſes. This Cuſtom 
being diſcontinu'd, the Seraglio rims to decay. 

FROM Pers you go down to Topans, another Suburb, juſt 48 you 
enter the Canal of rhe'Blazk Ses: hete ſuch as habe a mind to divert 
thernſelves on the Water, uſually take Boat. Nothing i is ſo agrecable as 
che Amphirheatte form'd by the Houſes of Galats, Pers, and Topens, 
running from the tops of the Hills as far as the Sta. Top opans_is ſome- 
whar leſs than either of the other. Mezomorto, who was | Captain-Baſha 
in 1701, built a handſome Seraglio here. A hundred paces from the 
Sea ſtands the Arſenal or Foundery for Cannon (call'd Topans in Terkiſb) 
it is a Houſe cover'd with low Domes, and has given its name to the 
whole Quartet, - The Turks caſt ve good Cannon, they uſe good Stuff, 
and obſerve a juſt Proportion; but their e is as LPR, a , 
without the leaſt Ornament. 

THE Turks are no Draughts-men, they ine no „Lotion of Drawing, 
nor ever will, being forbid by their Religion 1 to any manner of 
Figures; and wirhoat Figures | the Taſte can't be form 1d, either in Sculp- 
ture or Painting: the Tarks therefore are ner the better for thoſe An- 
riques they have up and down among em. There are but two Obelisks 
and ſome few Columns at Conſtantinople, beſides ſome Bas-Reliefs at the 
Seven Towers. The Obelisks are in a place calP'd * Atmeidan, mention'd 
before to have been the antient Hippodrome : or Running - place for Horſes: 
the Tarks have done little more than tranſlate. the Name of it, for 4 in 
Turkiſh ſignifies a Horſe, and Meidas a place; it is about 400 paces 
long, and 100 wide. |

a Proof however of its being very antient, and wrought in Egypt. By the 
Greek and Latin Inſcriptions at the Baſe, we learn that the Emperor Theo- 
loſus caus d it to be fer up again, after it had lain on the ground a con- 

ſiderable time; the Machines which were made uſe of in rearing it, are 
repreſented in Bas-Relief © Nicetas, in the Life of St. gnatius Patriarch Niceras Paph- 
of Canſftantinaple, oblerves that this Obelisk had at its top a brazen Pine- , bar? 
Apple, which was thrown down by an Earthquake. 1 

HARD by are ſeen the Remains of another Obelisk with four Faces, 
builc with different Pieces of Marble; the tip of it is fallen, and 1 
can't long continue: this Obelizk was cover d over with brazet, Plates, 8 | 

is apparent from the holes made to receive the Pegs that faſten'd em to 
the Marble. Theſe Plates were certainly ſet off with Bas-Reliefs and 
other Ornaments; for the Inſcription at the bottom ſpeaks of it as a 
Work altogether marvellous. Bondelmont, in his Deſcription of Conſtan- 
tinople; makes the other Obelisk ro be 24 Cubits high, and this 58; per- 
haps'it ſupported the brazen Column of the three Serpents, The Inſcrip- 
tion tranſlated, is as follows: The Emperor Conſtantine nom reigning, Fa- 
ther Romanus the Glory of the Empire, has made much more wonderful 
than i ma. hifare," this ' admirable ſquare Pyramid, which Time had deftroyd, 
and which was crauded_with: fublime things ; dart ary; e Coloſſus 1 Was 
4 Rhodes, 4d this! ſurprizing Work here. 

IT is not known what were theſe ſublime things, nor what relation 
there was between this Work and the Coloſſus of Rhodes, unleſs their 
being dach wondenfyincheir kind. In ü * NN 
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fifteen Kor high, form'd by three Serpents turn'd fpirally like 'a Roll of 
Tobacco; their Contours diminiſh inſenſibly from the Baſe as far us che 

Necks of the Serpents, and their Heads ſpreading on the ſides Me u Tri- 

pos, compoſe a kind of Chapiter. Sultan Maarar is faid to have broke 

away the Head of one of em: the Pillar was thrown down, and both che 

other Heads taken away in 1700, after the Peace of Carlowitz. What's be- 

come of em, no body can tell, but the reſt has been ſer up again, and is 

among the Obelisks, at like diſtance from each other: this Column of 

Braſs. is of the very earlieſt, ſuppoſing it brought from Delphos, where it 

ſery'd to bear up that famous golden Tripod, which the Greeks aſter the 

Battel of Plates found in the Camp of Merdonias. This Tripos, Hero- 

Lib, 9. dotus ſays, was borne on a brazen three-headed Serpent: it was conſe- 
| crated to Apollo, and placed near the Altar in his Temple of Delphos. 
| Pauſanias, General of the Lacedemonians at the Battel of Platea, was for 
Pauſan, Pho. ExPraſfling this piece of Gratitude to that God. Paaſania the Gramma- 
cd. Tian, who was of Cæſarea in Cappadocia, and who in the ſecond Age pub- 
liſh'd a fine Deſcription of Greece, takes notice of this fame Tripod: 
| Afﬀeer the Battel of Plates, ſays he, the Greeks made a Preſent to Apollo of 

a golden Tripod ſtanding on a brazen Serpent. It is by no means un- 

likely this ſhould be it; for beſides that rim and Sozomenes affirm the 

Emperor Conſtantine caus d the Delphick Tripods to be brought hither, 

Euſebius relates, that this N ſo eee h * on e 

folded ſpirally. 

SUCH as will eee be Taliſinars, beve dune calour 
for ſo thinking, from the Byzantines praying Apollonias 'Thjtneus to drive 
away the Serpents and Scorpions, as 'Ghce writes. Twas a common 
Trade with Apollonias, to repreſent in Braſs the Figures of ſuch Creatures 
as he pretended to 'expel ; for the ſame Gheas writes, that he erected a 
brazen Scorpion in Antioch, in order to deliver that City from Scorpions. 
IN the Street cald Adriauople, they ſhew d us the burnt Column]; and 
well may it be call'd ſo, for tis ſo black and ſmoke-dry*d by the frequent 
Fires that have bappen'd to the Houſes thereabouts, tis no eaſy matter 
to find out what tis made of. But upon a narrow Iuſpection, it appear d 
to be Porphyry- Stones, the Junctures hid with Copper a *

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thought Conſfantinꝰs Figure ſtood on it; by the Loſcription we learnt, Lerr. XL. 
That that admirable Piece of Workmanſbiy was reſtored by the moit pious Em- FI, d= 
peror Manuel Comnenes. -Glycas reports, that towards the Cloſe of the 2 Ke. 
Reign of Nicepboras Botoniates, who was ſhaven and put into a Cloiſter, * 
Conſtantines Column was ſtruck with Thunder, and that this Column ſup- 
ported the Figure of Apollo, then call'd by that Emperor's Name. 
TH E Column call'd Hiſtorical is not of fo valuable Stuff, it being 
only plain Marble; but tis remarkable for its height, which is 137 feet; 
and for its Bas-· Reliefs, which are well · deſignd for thoſe times, tis pity 
the Fire has fo disſigur dem: they repreſent the Victories of the Empe- 
ror Arcadius; the conquer d Towns appear under the ſhape of Women, 
whoſe Heads are crown d with Towers: the Horſes are finely done; but 
the Emperor is fitting in a kind of Elbow- Chair in a Fur-Gown, not un- 
like a Judge. The Labarum, or Imperial Standard, is over his head, 
held by two Angels with the Device of the Chriſtian Emperors, Jeſus l. x. NIX. 
Cbriũ is Conqueror. As for Marcian's Column, tho it be of Granate, it 
is not much inquired after; it does more honour to. Meſſieurs Spun and 
Wheeler who firſt diſcover d it, than to Tatianus who erected it: it may 
have been the Urn wherein that Emperor's (Marcianus) Heart was put. 

Tis ſome what ſtrange this Column eſcaped the Curioſity of M. Giles, in 
his exact Deſcription of Conſtantinople : it ſtands in a private Court-yard, 
cloſe by the Street calPd Adrianople, near the Baths of Ibrahim Baſhaw. 
AFTER well obſerving this Street, the longeſt and broadeſt of any 
in the City, the next Walk uſually is the Bazars or Bezeſtins, Places like 
our Changes for ſelling fine Wares of all ſorts. The old and new Bazar 
ſtand pretty near each other; they are large ſquare Buildings, coyer'd with 
Domes ſupported by Arches and Pilaſters. In the old one there is bur 
little fine Merchandize ; it was built in 146 1: here they ſell all forts of puas, nia 
Weapons, eſpecially Sabres; and likewiſe Horſe-Harneſs, ſome of which 57% af. 45+ 
are enrich'd with Gold, Silver, and precious Stones. The new Bazar is 
repleniſh'd with all manner of Merchandize; and tho there's none but 
Goldſmichs Shops, yet they ſell Furs, Veſts, Carpets, Stuffs of Gold and 
Silver, Silk, Goats- hair; nor is it without Jewels and China-Ware. They 
are now repairing it; it will be much more lightſome than before : there
